o Yellow Change Interval

o Yellow times range from a minimum of 3 seconds to a 
maximum of 5 seconds. 

o Red Clearance Interval

o For through movements, red clearance times should be at 
least 1 second with a maximum value of 3 seconds.  

o Pedestrian Interval
